FIRST MACHINE TOOL. 


Fetter's Wheel Appears oa AXaimment 


of Ancient ^E^jjit. 


There can be very little doubt that 


the potter's wheel, or potter's lathe, as 
it is also termed, represents today the 
most ancient form of machine tool 
known. Among the raany sculptured 
records of the trades and occupations 
which so vividly represent the customs 
and habits of the ancient Egyptians, 
the potter and his wheel have been 
found frequently depleted, and it is 
curious to note that through the al- 
most countless generations since that 
time this crude type --of lathe has un- 
dergone no material modification. The 
primitive form was evidently a smflil 
round table, set on a pivot, and free 
to revolve, being turned by hand at in- 
tervals; and to this device there were 
added in the course of time such sim- 
ple conveniences as a table to support 
it and a foot or a hand power turning 
arrangement, 
displaced, in recent 


years, in possibly a few isolated cases. 
by actual engine power driving. In 
general usfr, however, 
the 
potter's 


wheel of the present time bears all the 
characteristics of the one which, 4,000 
years or more ago, served to turn out 
pottery attesting unsurpassable taste 
and skill. It is csrious, too, that in 
none of those ancient records are there 
shown examples of the forerunner of 
the common turning lathe as we-know 
it today, even though .the art of turn- 
ing may be traced back to a^very re- 
mote period. Among Egyptian antiq- 
uities

Thebes and othe,; cities there have 
been many specimens which exhibltsd 
indubitable signs that the material, 
while in revolution, was subjected to 
the action of a tool held at rest—legs 
of stools and chairs, for example, and 
lamps and musical instruments—and 
in later centuries, among the Greeks 
and Romans, the lathe was undoubted- 
ly in common use. Unfortunately,

Mammoth cave. According to the San 
Francisco Chronicle it is located in 


j northwestern Utah, near Lake Baldy, 


one of the highest peaks of -the Wa- 
satch range. The cave has been ex- 
plored a distance of 1,000 feet from, its 
mouth, but there exploration has bean 
stopped by a log jam that has closed 
the opening into the next underground 
chamber. The mouth of the cave is 
twenty feet wide and forty feet high. 
A few feet from the entrance Is a mon- 
strous icicle or ice column eight feet in 
diameter. It reaches from the floor to 
the ceiling, a distance of seventy-five 
feet The column has been formed by 
the dripping of the water overhead. 
It is a clear sapphire-like blue. Pass- 
ing this great guarding column, the 
explorer finds a dozen small pools. 
Some of them are covered with a coat 
of ice two inches thick, of a solidity 
to charm a skater. 
Others 
are of 


warm almost hot air. 
The pools are 


fed by small streams, some hot, some 
cold, that ooze from crannies in the 
wail. All about stand pillars of ice 
little smaller thaa the giant guarding 
the entrance. There are perhaps fifty 
of these. Stalactites of ice are pendent 
from tho ceiling. The most curious 
feature or the cave is that a dozen cur- 
rents of air, varying in temperature 
from Arctic sold to Sahara heat, play 
about In it, and make the visitor fancy 
he is having an attack of ague. Some- 
times a fierce flood from 
Brush 


creek drives a roass of floating logs 
through the entrance of the cave, and 
across its thousand fset of pools of 
varying temperature to tho mouth of 
the second of the series of caves, ef- 
fectually barricading it. There is no 
warning of the wonders beneath until 
you conie to the edge of a precipice in 
Mount Baldy's rocky environs. Look- 
ing over the sixty-foot precipice you 
see a big dark hole at the left and be- 
neath you. 
As though nature would 


guard this wonderful cave from sight 
of man she has thrown a great wall of j 
lime rock across the entrance. 
MOr- 


mon settlers had beard Of this cave of 
ico from vagrant Indians, but it re- 
mained for two snub-nosed, red-haired, 
Ireckled urchins of 10 and 12 years to 
3nd it while "herdin' cows."

Toledo and Ciocinaati electric railroad. 
Attorney Probaseo, of Cincinnati, act- 
ing on behalf of the C., H. & D. rail- 
way company was -present to contest 
the rights of the --ommissioMrs to 
grant the petition, and he was enforced 
by a number of the land holders whose 
property abutt* the proposed rigbt-of- 
way. When the matter came up a 
short time ago, Representative Ad- 
kins, who is the chief promoter, was 
present and whatever argument was 
presented, either in favor or opposed 
;o the franchise, was made plain to 
the commissioners by the Cincinnati 
Utorney and ifr. Adkms, none of tha 
property holders at that time taking 
mrt in the controversy. 


This morning found quite an array 


of those who look upon the proposi- 
ttion in anything but a favorite light, 
and they were given the opportunity 
o state their objections. Mr. Pro- 
baseo started the ball to rolling by ad- 
dressed the commissioners at some 
length. He stated that the C , H. & 
1) railroad company, did not propose 
to sit down liKe a lot of children nnd 
see the business they had built tip de- 
stroyed by tbe illegal granting of a 
rigbt-of-ttsy 
to another company, 


which, under its franchise, ;i right to 
carry on all th(- business incident to a 
common carrier. Mr. Probaseo ar- 
gued that the electric road sought to 
occupy longittsdinally,the entire length 
of a highway, wnich the C., H. & U. j 
was paying taxes on, and expected to 
get it practically as a gift. He held, 
that 
it was wrong in principle 


unfair, 
and against 
the 
strict 


construction of the statutes. 
"The 


contract," he argued, "provides exclu- 
sive control by the road of the right- 
of-way for a period of 
twentj-fiv« 


years, and the provisions could not be 
be altered when once tbe franchise 
went into effect. 
If the property 


holder desired an outlet from his farm 
across the highway, he would have a 
road bed to cross, which would be ele- 
vated several inches above the high- 
way, and not a shovel full of gravel 
could be placed to relieve thib disad- 
vantage without the consent of the 
corporation. 


"They are limited to a speed of 23 


miles an hour and you cannot reduce 
it to a speed of the or ten rnilib under 
the terms of the contract. They may 
haul the smallest package Ton a train 
of fifty cars of hogs over the highway 
if they so desire. Another point—1 
have a copy of a Lima paper in my 
poaket which contains an interview 
with Mr. Adkins, in which he says 
they have the money to build the road 
as soon as the right of way is secured, 
and yet they ask for a period of two 
years for that purpose. 
It is only a 


suspicion on my part, but there is lots 
of idle money in Xew York waiting 
for investment and a franchise like 
the one these gentlemen are after 
would not be no the market long." 


J. B. Adkms spoke briefly, in the 


absence of his brother and took ex- 
ceptions to one or two assertions made 
by Sir. Proaboco. He stated that what 
private rights of way they were secur- 
ing wete paid for according to the 
value of the property, ranging from 
$30 to $75 per acre, and that they were 
offering a rental of $50 per mile for 
the use of the highway, which was 
equal to $125 an acre or an invest- 
ment of $1000 a mile at 5 per cent in- 
terest.
